When Glenn S chaffer, owner ot 
the property, shut down the workings 
1S months ago Moweaqua was de- 
prived of its one industry. Business 
men and miners determined to keep 
it alive, else the community would 
lose its livelihood. They agreed to 
lease it from Schaffer and keep the 
diggings open on a co-operative basis. 

For the last week the pits had been 
operating at full time with 102 miners. 
But Saturday, last day before Christ- 
mas, only 54 went to work. Angelo 
Tintoni owed his life to a last-minute 
whim. He went down to the mine. 
checked in for work. then thought he'd 
take the day off and ride out into the 
country to buy a turkey for his wite. 

Sixty men were working today 
through the tortuous mile and a quar 
ter from the main shaft to the place 
where the bodies lay, Hours of 
work lay before them, and it would 
be many hours before the last of the 
dead could be brought from the south 
tunnel. There remained, still, the task 
of clearing the air in the sealed north 
wing and locating the victims there. 
The trunk of the “T’ is three-quarters 
of a mile long, each wing another half 
mile in extent. 

Fathers, brothers, sons were among 
the dead. Made orphans by the 
aster were Anderson and Herbert 
Donald, 15 and 15; their mother al 
ready dead, they lost father and two 
brothers in the mine—Charles Sr., 
Charles Jr. and Carl MeDonald. 

The city council made plans for a 
national appeal in behalf of the par 
alyzed community, the widows and 
children left without support. and the 
American Red Cross _ started relief 
work among them.

His paper 
was operated chiefly for political pur- 
poses. If it attained circulation and 
made money, that was all right. But 
if it didn’t, that was all right, too. 

Mack yielded to the wish of his 
family when he sold the Times, but 
he refused to yield to their wishes and 


retire from politics. 


Politics was his life and it meant 
his death. 

Though he supported Smith four 
years 2go, he saw that Smith could 
not be successful in his fight for the 
nomination again and, true to ‘his 
system, soughi the one man who could 
unite all factions and bring victory.
